be made for more than one year,
This levy will amount to one dollar
on a thousand asscssed valuation or
about four dollars on a good #0 aore
alfalfa ranch,

The falr should be worth ten
times the amount of this four dol-
lars every year In educational and
advertising fealures to every rancher
in the county and at the same time
afford a place for him and his famlly
to take an annual outing without go-
ing to some distant place to great ex-
ponse.

Good Falr Necessary.

A good Agricultural Fair is an ab-
solute necessity In the development
of o new oountry. It Is Indespenss-
ble In arousing interest in better
stock, better seed, better methods of
agrionlture and horticulture. A
good Falr affords o most convenlent
place for the exchange of good blooded
stock and better seed. It furnishes
to everyons an indlsputable demon-
ptration in exhibits, of the possibili-
ties of the soll and climute. Durlog
the last Falr 176 bucks about 40 swine
and a large number of full blooded
horses and cattle were sold.

Conslderable of the {ncentive to
ralse good stock wae created at the
Falr and this stock was soattered over
Eastern Oregon to lmprove the flocks
and herds of the County, A new Im-
petus wns also glven to corn and po-
tatoes growling that much result In
greal and permanent good to the en-
tire county,

Falr Should Pay Expenses.

With the indebtedness padd the
Falr should pay expenses. In fact
on an average of one year with ano-
ther slnce It was started It has pald
expenses, but the indebtodness of §14,
000 accumulates an lmmense amount
of interest and the time has arrived
when this Indebtedness must be pald
The stockholders and a few business
men who have been furnlshing the
credit for this Indeblodness have come
to feel that they chould not longer
carry the financial responsibllity of
an institution that ks a benefit to the
oantire country,

In order to malntain a good Fair
the only alternative seems to be to
make it strictly a county institution,

Personal Support Pledged.

Those who have donated thelr time
and money to briog the Falr to its
present groat success pledged thelr
continued support under county man-
agement. There b no reason why
they should not be ss Industrious In
sustalning it In the future as they
were In bullding it up.
